It will be good to them, 
though, coming from King, and they 
may ve men and w not- 
withstanding the fact that he, King, 
has never yet showed confidence in 
abilities of any of his graduates by 
employing even one yet as an in- 
structor in the institution. Others 
who were in any way connected with 
Wayland should have severed such 
congjections at Wayland, and not at 
the Nineteenth street church. The 
Baptist Home Mission has done good 
work and is doing good work. Prof. 
King is not the Home Mission. The 
society ought not to be antagonized be- 
cause King is wrong. We need its as- 
sistance yet. It certainly is interfer- 
ing with the Mission when anything is 
done to hinder Wayland as an institu- 
tionoflearning. Better far tolerate the 
évil awhile than do as some say, 
“Break up Wayland or remove King.” 
If some have got all the good out of it, 
(Wayland) they need or want, there 
are many others who want learning 
and need assistance. 

Is it fair to cut this avenue off from 
them. Ifcharges are properly made 
and pressed energetically they are heard 
eventually and all grievances righted. 
If. that does not hold, bring the cause 
which isa good one, before the public 
at an indignation meeting, with right 
and public sympathy on your side, 
King can’t stay. We should not be 
led too far by the Ex-Prof., who from 
personal motives calls on us through 
our sympathies and passions to aid him 
asdictator in foundingan insti- 
tution in opposition to Wayland. 


Tt wee ell right when ne 
could make his bread and butter there. 
Under ordinary circumstances the 
movement ought to be applauded and 
heartily supported (no doubt the home 
mission would be glad to know that 
we are learning to help our selves), 
but when we see so much personal in- 
terest at stake weshould be very care- 
fyl. Already some of our institutions 
have come to grief by following ad- 
venturers in personal fights. They did 
not have our interests at heart and 
when they found out they could not 
accomplish their ends they left us to 
get out of our difficulties as best we 
could. How mambers of the sev- 
eral churches will contribute we can- 
not tell. The churches are hard pressed. 
with their own obligations and one 
has already declared that it can carry 
no burden but its own. The Baptist 
Churches in Kentucky. have the same 
enter prize as the one mentioned they 
fail to give the proper support and the 
mission had to be called on. But we 
hope in this case when proper steps 
shall have been taken, that the pro- 
posed institution will be eminently and 
independently successful. A good in- 
stitution is always in order, only we 
don’t want this one run in the interests 
of any one man.

twenty-five.and instructed the said 
committee to call a National conven- 
tion of colored men to meet in Wash- 
ington in the month of September

Whereas, It now appears that there 
is a difference of opinion among some 
persons favorable to the convention, as 
to the proper time and place of holding 
it, and 

Whereas, Though we still believe 
that the Capital of the Nation is the 
right place in which the convention 
should be held, and hope the matter 
will be so decided, nevertheless, in 
order to remove all ground of com- 
plaint and secure unanimity, we here 
authorize the committee of twenty-five 
so to modify the existing call for the 
said convention in respect of time and 
place for holding it, and enlarge the 
committee on call,as shall secure the 
need how specified; 

Resolved, That we leave it to the 
wisdom of that committee to point out 
the mode of action by which a decis- 
ion as to time and place for holding 
the conventiun shall be reached. 

Resolved, That nothing has been 
said or done here or elsewhere that 
ought toimpair the confidence of the 
colored people of the United States, 
in the ability, integrity and patriot- 
ism of the committee of twenty-five, 
and that the fact that the faction 
which has denounced the convention 
as needless and hurtful has, at the 
same time, arranged its machinery for 
holding such a convention, demon- 
strates its insincerity and its destitu- 
tion of principle, and shows its action 
tospring from reckless ambition, envy 
and jealousy; adisposition to rule or 
ruin, 

nesvtved, ‘That this convention, re- 
sents with indignation, the abuse 
shamelessly and causelessly heaped 
upon Hon. Frederick Douglass, the 
chairman of the committee of twenty- 
five, who neither sought nor desired 
the prominence given him on that com- 
mittee, but was piaced there in recog- 
nition of his fifty years’ service to the 
ge of liberty and equality, a service 
which began while he was yet in bond- 
age and is continued until now.

GREENER DENOUNCED. 

A. St. A. Smith declared Greener a 
traitor to the committee, in pretending 
that the committee intended certain 
things that he knew very well they 
had no intention of doing. “When 
the truth is found out.” he declared 
with some vehemence, “the opposition 
to this convention comes from those 
who are negro Democrats at heart. 
They intend, if any selling is to be 
done, that they will be the men to bar- 
ter them off.” Referring to the South 
Carolina election of 1876, Mr. Smith 
asked, “who was the first man to come 
from South Carolina and shake Wade 
Hampton by the hand?” 

“Greener,” shouted one or two of 
those present. 

_“Yes, Greener,” said Smith, “you all 
know him. He wants to run with 
the hounds and hide with the hare.” 
Mr. Smith further accused Greener of 
having gone to Cabinet officers and 
asked the discharge from office of men 
in that convention. 

R. 8. Laws in his speech paid a high 

tribute to Mr. Fred. Douglass, whom 
he termed the “National Negro Hero 
of America.” 
R. D. Ruffin, W. C. Chase, J. W. 
Freeman and others made speeches, 
and the resolutions were adopted. W.

To the Editor: 


Sir : In your paper of this morning 
I observe an article signed “L,” which 
might have been more appropriately 
signed “Liar,” reflecting upon my in- 
tegrity as a republican, and charging 
me with the purpose of trading off the 
colored vote of the country for office. 
I need not tell you, Mr. Editor, that no 
man is safe im these days from the at- 
tacks of anonymous falsifiers, and you 
will bear me witness that 1 seldom 
nvtice such attacks. If my record of 
more than forty years of service to 
the colored race does not protect me 
from the vile insinuations of such 
writers as “L” nothing that I can now 
suy will silence them. What the con- 
vention, tothe call of which my name 
is attached, may or may not do, it is 
no business of mine to predict, I can 
only speak for myself now and here, 
that I expect to go into that conven- 
tion and come outof it the same in- 
flexible republican that I have ever 
been, and I shall be very much sur- 
prised if I find myself alone in this 
respect. I hope. Mr. Editor, that your 
readers will not attach more importance 
to the clamor against holding the con- 
vention than it really deserves. There 
are tra.tors and informers among all 
oppressed and unfortunate peuple.

A Visit to the Great Sagar Oane Region of 
Leuisiana. 


An entertaining staff correspondent 
of the Philadelphia Pras writes as 
follows to his paper from New Iberia, 
Thé “ Teche” is a synonym for 
beauty and the richest fertility, 
a@ lovely land, wash d by the wate-sof 
a bayou large enough to bear crafts 


and give this name to the soil through 
which 


it fows. Itisa egun- 
try, nest ing in the midst of running 
waters that put out in all dire ‘tions, 
from the Atchafalaya, that strange 
and unnatural waterway that now 
threatens with destruction by its 
devious currents the rich lowlands of 
Louis ana. There may be somewhere 
a more d tful rezion than this, 
but I doubtwhether, taking it all in 
all, there is One having a happier com- 
bination of all that tends to the wealth 
and comfort of man. [It has a rich al- 
luvial soil, such as skirts the banks of 
many of our Northern rivers. It is as 
level as a prairie and free from every 
obstruction to éasy cult.vation. The 
fields a ero. infan-esry aiff generons 
yield of the choicest gifts of natu-e. 
Many ofthe choicest products of a 
tropical clime also add their beauty 
and perfume .to please the eye and 
charm the s nies. The banks of the 
bayou are shaied by the spreading 
branches of tue live oak, and even in 
the swamp: of cypress and fir trees, 
this evergreen monarch of tas forest 
Stan is like 4lord among his vassals. 
While being lixe in formation, this 
lain is unlike ithe gieat wa.tesof land 
nthe West. It is splendidly wooded, 
often too well watered and the breezes 
fresh from the tropics kill the frosts 
of winter. The sun sh nes so warm y 
all the year that it ke-ps vegetation 
alive and the flowers in bloom. 

It is a picture-que and romantic 
land, ~owded with scenes and en- 
dowed with a climate t)at arouse, the 
fancy and fill its people with senti- 
ment and a desire for ths easy acquisi- 
tion of all that i: fascinating in life. 
The atmosph re and nature se2m to 
combine not ogly in gracious offerings 
of soil and fcliage to man, but in 
giving lav-shly to woman, who finds 
a dweiling-place here the ch icest of 
gifts. They grow up b:eautif.l and 
the form rvunis well and early. The 
climate and a plentiful use of the open 
air make tlie r faces fresh and cheerful 
asa full mvon and paint their cheeks 
with the bloom of “the peach, that is 
the emblem of beauty.” 

Itis no wonler that this country 
and th's psople wear th» most romantic 
traditions. Long years ago it was 
settied by the Acadiaus, who, after 
their ban shment frum over the ocean, 
wandered into this land of flowers and 
sunshine from tue bans cf the great 
lakes of the far North. French is 
stilithe native tongue of the parish, 
and the reminiscences of the weary 
wanderings that preceded the se:tle- 
ment of the Acadians in this fruitful 
region are still toid around the h-varth- 
stones of ths descendants of that race, 
who first settled here, cleared away the 
waste and plantel crops. It was here 
that Longfellow found much upon 
which to build his great poem, and the 
story of Evange-ine is to-lay the pride 
of the na‘ivecreole.

Rich and lovely as the country is, it 
pays an ample penalty to the capriceo! 

It is 
encompssed with a network of streams 
that seem to reverse all natural laws 
in their rise and ti.w. Every bayou in 
the lowlands of Louisiana will over- 
spread its banks at the whim of the 
Mississippi, for all of the numberless 
ani naneless ones that drain the 
State south of the Red river draw their 
water from the “Father of Rivers.” 
Nature, when it fashioned this land, 
dag a trench along every ridge, or 

ave the water license todoit. There- 
fore the highest land is »long the )anks 
of stream:, and the drainage is from, 
instead of into, the bayous. This curi- 
ousieversal of the general law govern- 
waterways natu aly brings the 
homes of the plant rs upon the banks 
of the rivers from which the great 
ates slope b and the acres that 
planted are usually lower than tie 
ter iow. For this reason the bayou; 
either side, especialiy in the coun- 
try about whch I an writing, are 
skirted for miles by beautiful homes 
and flourishing ;laatations, where the 
gugar cane gr ws in its perf ction and 
where the beautiful foliage and lovely 
flowers make a fitting home for the 
humming bird and honey bee.

That advertising -pays is too well 
known to business men to require de 
moustration. A mi-taken process of 80 
large dimeasions as the advertising of 
our days could not be sustained and 
contin ue to grow and increase year af tor 
year. 
grows rapidly. it is cu tomary to 
start new papers wherever thc se exi it- 
ing give evidence of thrift, and the 
subscription price of all the papers is 


mainly by the advertising. In this 
manner the business capital of the 
country is made to supply cheap 
reading for the masses, vast numbers 
of whum are too poor to buy books. 
The business capital is the foundation 
of the advertising; this in turn sup- 
ports the per, and the issue can 
thereupon be sold tothe poor and to 
the rich alike for little more than the 
cost of the white paper on which it is 
printed. That this cheap reading mat- 
ter is apprec ated by the peop'e at 
large is abundantly shown by the num- 
ber of readers, 
fea published in the United 
tates during the census year was 
11,314, of which 971 wereissued daily, 
and the aggregate circulation per issue 
of these dailies wa; 3,566,395,an average 
uf abovt one daily paper every day to 
every fifteen inhabitants of the Union. 
But the weeklies ani others published 
at intervals varying from semi-weskly 
to semi-annually exhibit a mush wider 
field, their aggregate circulation p2r 
issue being 25,218,291. The incresse 
of newspape’s sin 6 1350 is astonish- 
ng. The total numb:r of newspapers 
ia the United States in 1850 is given 
n the compendium of theninth census 
a3 2,526, with a t tal circulation of 
5,142,177. The aggregate circulation 
stated above fir 1880 is 31,177,924, 
or almost six timesas asin 18.0, 
while the popu'a‘ion of the country 
only increased during that periol from 
23,191,876 to 50,155,783, or less than 
118 percent. Thisg atifying increase 
in the reading population is a strong 
reason for suspec ing that our political 
institutions are safer than we had sup- 
posed.— New Orleans Picayune, 


San Francisco Cable Roa‘s.

The Rev. B. Vernon, in his “Early 
Recollections of Jamaica,” tells us 
that the black s'aves were inthe hab.t 
of roasting and eating all the rats they 
could catch. I shuld think, however, 
that such a prac'ice must have been 
excepti_ nal or limited to a particular 
dis‘rict, since negroes in these climates 
live principally upon frui’s and vege*- 
ables, and if pressed by want of anima 
food, would find it, one wiuld th nk 
wi‘hout resorting to vermin,in the 
birds, fish, molluses, crus aceans and 
edible reptiles with which such regions 
abound. Butit seems ex'raordinary 
that a prejudice against this ever- 
present supply of fresh meat should 
exist at sea, even anong crews who 
are rotting with scurvy bred of salt 

rovisi ns, while the ras are quietly 
attening on th ir peas and biscuit. 

Several arctic yoyagers have given 
us an account of the benefit derived 
from their eonsamption. Dr. Kane 
taught his men to shoot them wih 
blunt arrows, tien boil them, mince 
them up, rol! the meat into balls with 
melted tallow, and keep them frozen 
until required. But although he him- 
self a‘tribu*es his comparative immu- 
nity from scurvy to their use, in most 
of these instances their value as focd 
seems only to have been recognized 
when the crews are in imminent dan- 
gor of starvation, or suggested by the 
amusement of hunting the little poach- 
ers during the long night.—AZ the 
Year Round.

The Russian government has begun 
to execute its schemes for colonizing 
the lower part of the Amoor province, 
adjoining the Chinese frontier, by dis- 
patching from Od 810 emigrants, 
constituting 250 families.
